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WAR OR PEACE? 
FRANCE LEAVES 
IT T0 GERMANY 


Crisis Believed to Have Been 
Fassed in Morocco Affair, 
but Events Will Be Shaped 
by Kaiser’s Reply to Rouvier, 


PICKETS ON FRONTIER 
FIRE AT EACH OTHER 


Seriousness of Situation- Indi- 
cated by Exchange of Shots 
England Stands Ready to 
Back Up Her Republic Ally.

ILAINDON, June 17.—The wal crisis in 
the Morocco affair is believed to have 
heen safely passed, but it is everywhere 
admitted that the quéstion of war or 
peace is now up to the Kaiser. Few be- 
lieve that he will choose the sword, as 
it seems likely that the battle may be 
fought out with the diplomatic pen. 

That the election or rejection of war 
is now up to the German Emperor is 
due to the skill of the French Premier 
Rouvier who, in response to the Ger- 
man Emperor's request for an interna- 
tional conference to discuss the Mo- 
rocco situation has insisted that Ger- 
many make known what she expects 
the Congress to determine. 

The German Emperor's reply may 
show that he desires things which 
France would never consider, and may 
mean war. The general belief is, howev- 
er, that the Kaiser will make no unrea- 
sonable demands, and that when his de- 
sires are known. France will have no 
objections to them, and will consent to 
the calling of the congress. 

Advices are being constantly received 
of the progress of events at Paris. So 
grave did the French regard their 
relations with Germany last night, 
and so near war that orders 
were given for the mobilization of 
the Sixth Army Corps and all of- 
ficers on detached duty were ordered 
to report to their commands at once. 

Special train stood in readiness all 
night to carry officers and reserve 
troops to the front. 

Sentries on the German frontier were 
alert all night, and so zealous were 
they that in several instances shots 
were fired between them and German 
pickets, just as zealous on their side. 

Orders were given for the prepara- 
tion of the troops stationed along the 
frontier for immediate mobilization, 
and Premier Rouvier remained up all 
night to give the order to prepare for 
action if necessary. 

Commanders of the Franch home and 
Atlantic fleets were directed to prepare 
thelr squadrons for action. 

But this morning the strain at the 
French capital was relieved. 

According to advices received from 
Paris at noon today the German For- 
eign office has telegraphed to Prince 
Von Radolin, the German Ambassador 
at Paris during the last day or two in 
a sense that will be reassuring to 
French apprehensions if such were felt 
in the French cabinet. 

Germany, however, still presses 
France diplomatically for her accept- 
ance of the proposal to hold a confer- 
ence of the powers. 

The undoubted disturbance of feel- 
ing in Paris over Germany's policy is 
not traceable to anything actually ag- 
gressive that the German Government 
has done or is preparing to do in the 
way Berlin looks at it. It is probably 
due to the feeling of weakness that has 
suddenly arisen in France, since Ad- 
Rojestvensky lost the sea fight 
with Togo and the corresponding rela- 
tive increase in German confidence 
since it has become evident that Russia 
need not for the present be reckoned 
with. 

Advices from Paris are that it is be- 
Neved there that it is the deliberate 
Intention of the Kaiser to provoke war 
with France, but here it is not believed 


he will go 80 far. 
At the same time the Government 


here has advised the French Govern- 
ment to be ready for any emergency 
and to present a firm front to all the 
German Emperor's aggressions. 

England is preparing do act along this 
line herself and independently if need 
be. Orders have been given for the 
mobilization of the Home, Channel and 
Mediteranean fieets and it is likely 
that when William makes“ his next 
move in the Moroccan matter there 
will be the greatest assembling of war- 
ships ever seen in British waters. It is 
understood that even a number of ships 
of the Chine squadron have been or- 
dered hame.

DIES WITHOUT EVER. 
GAINING CONSCIOUSNESS 


Mother, Torn by Grief, Cries 
for Him to Awake, While 
Young Prisoner Sobs in Cell 
for His Little Friend to Live, 


A crimson stain in a dying Uttle 
boy's forehead was the period which 
Saturday morning marked the end of 
a game with a revolver as the play- 
thing. . 

The little boy In whose forehead was 
the crimson mark was Roy Beck, 10 
years old; the boy who held the deadly 
plaything when it was discharged was 
Edward Barton, 15 years olds. 

Roy was taken to the City Hospital, 
where he died at 12:30 p. m., while Ed- 
ward was taken to the Manchester 
Avenue Police Station and locked up. 

Mrs. May Barton, mother of the boy 
who fired the shot, collapsed after the 
accident, and an ambulance was called 
to take her to the City Hospital a few 
minutes after newe of Roy's death had 
been received.- 

Edward lives with ‘his father, Byron 
Barton, a Laclede avenue motorman, 
and his young brother, Clyde, 9 years 
old, on the third floor at 2741 Manches- 
ter avenue. Roy and his younger 
brother, Christy, 8 years old, lived with 
their parents next door at 2739 Manches- 
ter avenue. The four boys were friends 
and playmates. 

Edward worked at the Union Factory 
of the Hamilton-Brown Shoe Co. at Jef- 
ferson avenue and Randolph street, as 
an apprentice. Roy attended the Pope 
School, and Friday he told Edward 
proudly that he had been promoted to a 
higher room. 


Played in Room. 

Saturday Edward was late in reach- 
ing the shoe factory and the door was 
locked against him for the day. 
turned home. Soon Roy and Christy 
came over. and the four boys went to 
Edward's room. 

Edward went to his trunk to get an- 
other pair of trousers. In this trunk 
was a small caliber revolver. Someone 
Edward says it was Roy and the oth- 
ers say it was Edward—took this revol- 
ver from the trunk. 

Edward says Roy began to play with 
the weapon, and he took it from him 
and tossed it on the bed. A moment 
later he picked it up and began to load 
it with cartridges taken from his pock- 
et. He placed one cartridge in its cham- 
ber, the other boys looking on. 

Iie started to place a second cartridge. 

There was a flash and sharp report, 
and Roy fell, without a word, a small 
blue hole in his forehead turning crim- 
son as the life-blood welled out. : 

The three frightened boys began to 
scream. A man downstairs ran to the 
police station, a short distance away, 
and three 2 hurried to the 
house. 


Mother Reaches Him. 


Refore they got there, Roy's mother 
had run to the room, taken her boy's 
head in her lap and begun to bathe the 
crimson wound. 

Roy knew nothing of it all. His face 
was still and white. He was scarcely 
breathing. Presently the ambulance 
came and he was taken to the City Hos- 
pital. 

Mrs. Beck's fortitude deserted her. 
hysterical. Her husband 
tried to console her, but he, too, was 
torn with grief, and their sobs min- 

led with the shriller cries of the three 

rightened boys. 

A messenger took the news of the ac- 
cident to Mrs. May Barton, the mother 
of Edward and Clyde, who lives apart 
from her husband at 522 Ewing avenue, 
and she hurried to her son. she took 


him in her arms, wept with him, and 


tried to comfort him. 


Father Stops His Car. 


The father, passing on his car, heard 
ot the accident. There was none to re- 
lieve him, but he stopped the car for a 
moment, ran into the station, kissed 
his son and told him to be brave. Then 
he resumed his run until he could be 
relieved from duty.

The theory that Dr. Close fired the 
bullet into his breast with suicidal in- 
tent is held by a number who have 
studied the strange case. 

It is pointed out by the ee 
who reached Dr. Close a few minutes 
after his death that the bullet pierced 
the right side of the heart, and that 
it would have been almost impossible’ 
for the weapon to have been discharged 
by accident so that the bullet would 
have taken the eourse it did. 

The stcel ball plerced the soft tissue 
in the center of his breast just below 
the breast bone. The bullet ranged 
through the body and emerged imme- 
diately below the bett shoulder blade. 
Its path was almost straight, thougn 
Tanging slightly upward, showing that 
the muzzle was pointed directly towards 
himself.

After telling ofa demand made 
by Senator Farrie for money for 
holding up the bill, Lee testi- 
fied: 

“I telegraphed to Kelley to 
call me up by long distance tele- 
phone. The next day he called 
me up. I told him of the propo- 
sition of Senator Farris. He 
said he would have to confer 
with some other people. The 
next day he telegraphed me that 
the proposition was satisfactory. 
I showed the telegram to Farris. 
He said it was all right. 

He came to me a week or ten 
days afterward and suggested 
that I write on and get the 
money, so that it would be avalil- 
able at the end of the session. 
I wrote Siese facts to Kelley and 
he sent’ me a check for 8800. I 
showed it to Senator Farris and 
deposited it in the American Ex- 
change Bank.“ ; 

He then told of drawing out 
$7000 and giving it to Farris in his 
room at the Laclede Hotel for 
distribution to other members of 
the committee.

NOW UNDER BAN 


w  Anti-Bookmaking Law 
Goes Into Effect 
Today. 


LEY: “NO EVASION” 


Sheriff, However, Says He Is 
Not Sure He Could Stop 
Eastern System. 


The new anti-bookmaking and pool- 
selling law, passed by the recent Mis- 
souri Legislature, which goes into et- 
fect today, is sweeping in character 
and denounces bets or wagers on horse 
races, whether made directly or indi- 
rectly, as a felony, punishable by im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary for a 
term of from two to five years. The 
minimum penalty is a $1000 fine and a 
jail sentence of six months, 

According to Attorney-General Had- 
ley, who framed the measure for the 
Legislature, following the theft of the 
original anti-gambling bill, the present 
law cannot be evaded by fesort to 
methods now in vogue in New York 
and Eastern cities. 

The mere fact that a bet Is received 
on a horserace or that the owners of 
the racetrack permit betting subjects 
the offender tv criminal prosecution, he 
says. 

Sheriff Herpel says he is not sure 
whether this statute applies to the sys- 
tem of betting adopted by the Central 
Turf Association, which proposes to 
conduct the betting privileges at Del- 
mar Racetrack, beginning today. 

It is regarded as significant that the 
Sheriff has retained as his legal adviser 
Senator Al Gardner of St. Louis County, 
who was allied with the gambling in- 
terests at Jefferson City in their fight 
against the repeal of the obnoxious 
breeders’ law. 

The full text of the Missouri law, 
which the gamblers hope to evade is: 


“Any person who keeps any room, 
shed, tenement, booth or building or any 
Part thereof, within (mis Sate, anu wiv 
occupies the same with any book, in- 
strument or device, for the purpose of 
registering or recording bets or wagers 
or selling pools upon the result of any 
trial or contest of skill, speed or power 
of endurance of man or beast, which 
is to be made or to take place within 
or without this State; or any person 
who records or registers a bet or wager 
or sells pools upon the result of any 
trial or contest of ski or power of en- 
durance of man or beast, which 
is to be made or to take place 
within or without this State: or 
being the owner, lessee, occupant or 
person in charge of any room, tenement, 
shed, tent, booth or building, or any 
part thereof, within this State, knowing- 
ly permits the same to be used or occu- 

ied for the purpose of recording such 
ets or wagers or selling pools, as bere- 
inabove set forth, or becomes the cus- 
todian or peeing! | for hire or priv- 
lege of dny money for any purpose con- 
trary to the provisions of this section, 
shall, on conviction, be adjudged guilty 
of a felony, and shall be punished by 
imprisonment in the penitentiary for a 
term of not less than two nor more 
than five years, or by imprisonment in 
the County Jail for a term not less than 
six months nor more than one year, or 
by a fine of not less than five hundred 
($500) dollars, or by bath such fine and 
imprisonment.

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Pete’ Browning Was an 
Eccentric Character 


Pete“ Browning, whose mental col- 
lapse was chronicled at Louisville a few 
days ago, was one of the most noted 
characters ever connected with the 
game of baseball. St. Louis saw less of 
him than cities like Philadelphia, New 
Tork. Pittsburg and Cincinnati, which, 
at times, were members of the old Amer- 
ican Association. . 

In all the cities where the Louisville 
Club appeared in those days Browning 


was a character fully as famous as is 


Rube Waddell of our present day Ath- 
letics. In some respects the men were 
alike. In addition to being great ball 
players they mad marked eccentricities, 
Browning was one of the best batters 
the profession has seen. He was a natu- 
ral hitter, and a hard one, a good base- 
runner, and a fair fielder. In appear- 
ance he was singularly tall and slender, 
slightly stooped, and possessed a pecu- 
liar forward pointing pair of ears. The 
pictures of “Circus Solly"’ which appear 
on some of the funny pages today are 
only an exaggeration of Pete“ as he 
appeared in the 80s, when he strode up

to bat. always an object of worry to 


Opposing pitchers. 
Browning was quite deaf, which, of 
course, was responsible for many of his 


peculiarities. Patting was his forte 
and his fad, and his temper after a 
game was reckoned by the number of 
hits he had made, regardless of the 
outcome of the cdntest. Ball players 
declared him to be the best judge of a 
bat in the country, and he generally 
had a good assortment of them, and 
made a specialty of preserving thém. 
At the end of a season he would put 
them away in water. One of them he 
would keep in soak for a month. an- 
other for six weeks. and so on, declar- | 
ine that each required a certain treat- 
ment. Then he would ofl them careful 
ly and have them in fine trim for the 
next campaizn. 

When showing his assortment he 
would s>eak of the bats much as a 
trainer would of his stable of race 
horses. Ah, that is a fine 2-year-old,”’ 
he would declare, as he picked one out 
of the lot. “and this one is a 4-year-

Florence Kelley in Charities. 

The New Jersey child labor law of 
1908 prohibited the employment of boys 
under the age of 14 years in manufac- 
ture. It did not, however, prohibit work 
at night for boys who had reached this 
age. 

The writer has recently visited sever- 
al glass manufacturing towns in Cum- 
verland County for the purpose of ob- 
serving the effects of the new law in 
relation to the glass-bottle industry, in 
which work at night has always been 
common, if not formerly actually uni- 
versal. 

For boys between 14 and 16 years of 
age, as for all the adult employes, the 
working hours are from 5:30 in the ev- 
ening until 2 to 3 o'clock in the morning, 
the closing time varying in different 
works. 

Night work, heat and speed pressure 
are terribly wearing for growing boys 
14 years of age. The mien by whose 
side the boys work complain of fatigue, 
exhaustion and permanently impaired 
health by reason of the strain of night 
work. Zo fully do they appreciate the 
dangers attending it that no blower 
sends his son to the glass house to 
work. 

Only orphan sons of blowers are 
among the carriers, moulders and gatn- 
erers in the glass-bottle works. 

Boys from certain orphan asylums 
and reformatories in New York and 
Philadelphia have long been imported 
into New Jersey to supply the dearth 
created by the cruel hardships attend- 
ing night work. 

An employment bureau in New York 
has sent to Cumberland County num- 
bers of boys whose board in laborers’ 
families is guaranteed by the company 
and deducted from the boy's wages. 
These imported boys are under no re- 
straint by day or by night. 

The beat, strain, speed and night 
work are accountable for much serious 
ilines#e among boys working in the 
glass trade. Rheumatism, nervous dys- 
pepsia and pneumonia running into tu- 
berculosis are the characteristic disor- 
ders from which glass workers of all 
ages suffer. 

The moral effects of night work upon 
the boys are everywhere deplored by 
the mn with whom thy work. Said

one blower: ‘A glasshotse at night 
ain't a place where any boy learns any 
good. The boys at the works know 
things that men 2% years old would be 
better for not knowing. 

The total effect of the glasshouse 
work upon the human frame is indi- 
cated by the short trade life of the 
men. In response to the request of the 
writer t a foreman point out the 
old men at work, one was shown (serv- 
ing among the boys as carrier) who 
was said to be “almost fifty.”” And 
one very old” blower was singled out 
as “probably the oldest giassblower in 
this State,” who was approaching fifty- 
five. 

The simple fact it that no boy 
should ever be employed at night in 
any glass works. There is no indus- 
trial need for boys to be so employed. 
Not only are there abundant supplies 
of unemployed unskilled men to be had 
to do the work of the boys, but there 
are on the market and in successful 
use machines which supplant the labor 
of boys. It is expensive to install 
these machines, and unenterprising em- 
ployers in New Jersey da ve preferred 
to use boys at 43 or & cents a night 
and mploy men at §1 to $1.5 a night. 
rather than incur the initial expense 
of installing machines which enterpris- 
ing rivals in Ohio are already using 
with satisfaction. 

The introduction of maghinery to do 
the work of boys has gone forward 
far more rapidly in Ohio and Illinois, 
where boys under the age of 16 years 
are not allowed to work in manufacture 
in any form after 7 o'clock in the ev- 
ening. 

It is not, however, necessary to go to 
Ohio and Illinois for proof that it is 
needless destruction of boys to require 
them to work at night. The best 
equipped glass factory in Cumberland 
County. N. J., employes neither boys 
nor men after 5 o'clock in the evening 
except the watchman and the men who 
tend the fire and mix the materials 
for the glass. In the glass-bottle and 
tube works of the Durands, at Vine- 
land, N. J., the tube-blowers (who 
make the essential parts of the bottles) 
cease work at 3 o'clock in the after- 
noon, having worked since 7 o'clock in 
the morning. The regular bottie-blow- 
ers cease at 5 o'clock in the afternoon 
and there ie no night shift. 
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The appearance of the toy pistol in 
the streets suggests an early and vig- 
Fou protest against the annual satur- 
nalia of noise and nuisances of which 
this pestilent plaything is a forerunner.

This evidence showed that Dr. Close 
was Gevoted to the use of firearms, and 
the seusch of his apartments that fol- 
lowed the announcement of his death 
demonstrated that he was the owner 
of a larger assortment of guns and pis- 
lols tuan any other man in St. Louis.

Such ef his firearms as their size 
would permit, he carefully placed in a 
combination iron safe in his office. 
There were shotguns, magazine repeat- 
ing rifles and revoivers of many makes, 
ranging from patterns of a century ago, 
that were muzzle-loading. and fired with 
ojd-fashioned percussion caps, to the 
most modern weapons, in which are 
used steel-coated projectiles fired by 
smokeless powder of the most powerful 
make.

Careless With Weapons.

The shooting occurred about 9:45 


o'clock. So far as known, the doctor 
was alone in his room. Only one shot 
sas fired. All er his revolvers were in 
the aafe in his office. save the one which 
caused his death. This was a mag1z'ne 
antomatic weapon, with a barrel about 
eight inches long. and was found un- 
der his body within a minute or two 
efter the shot was heard. 

Dr. Close had arranged a target in 
his room, add it was no unusual occur- 
rence for him to practice shooting at 
any hour, day or night. 
When Public Administrator Troll took 
possession of the property Friday he 
wes handling a revolver similar to tliat 

which caused Dr. Close’s death. It was 
supposed. that all of the cartridges hac 
been removed, but while Mr. Troll wes 
handling the weapon it was accidentally 
discharged, and the ball struck the wall 
near where another shot fired accident- 
ally by Dr. Close had found lodgment on 
a previous occasion. 


FNEMY MAY HAVE 
FIRED THE SHOT, 


The police have not abandoned the 
murder theory. Detectives who have 
worked on the case admit that t Is 
puzzlirg. but Detective Doyle declares 
that there is as much evidence to sup- 
port the murder theory as any other, 
though he admits that he has no clew 
to the urderer.

Two burglar alarms. ingenious and 
fashioned by the doctor himself, ren 
dered it almost impossible for an in- 
truder to gain access without n 
an alarm. 

A stout linen cord extended wast the 
window and door in the rear part of 
the house, and should any one break 
the fastenings and enter and touch 
the cord it would pull the trigger of 
a revolver and cause a loud report. 

The remainder of the lower floor was 
protected by a similar cord system, 
which communicated with a seltzer bot- 
tle which every night was pumped full 
of alr. When th @ cord was touched 
the bottle was opened, the air escaping 
would pass through aA patent whistle 
and make a loud nolse. 


Done by Personal Enemy? 


If Dr. Close was murdered by a per- 
sonal enemy it was done by some one 
who knew of his habits. The safe 
guards were never put in position until 
time to retire. And he evidently did 
not fear an attack so early in the even- 
ing. The hour, 9:45 p. m., was pro- 
pitious for the attack of a secret enc-

CAUSES SUPRISE 


Folk’s Appointment of 
Springfield Politician 
Arouses Talk.

MEMBER OF OLD MACHINE 


New Inspector-General Has 
Been Pass Distributor 
for Years, 


Considerable surprise Was caused 
among the politicians today by the an- 
nouncement from Jefferson, City that 
Gov.

In addition to this, Newton served as 
a messenger for Col Bill Phelps, the 
railroad lobbyist. But this was nothing 
new. Newton has held down the job 
of pass distributor for many years.

Senator W. P. Sullivan, who was con- 
vie of accepting a bribe in conneéc- 
tion with baking powder legislation, 
Newton offered his services to the de- 
fense. What followed is a matter of 
record.
